WASHINGTON. March 13.—Two 
and a half million Americans will 
step up to Uncle Sam’s cash coun­ 
ter Thursday and leave from $475,- 
000,000 to $490,000,000 as the first 
installment of their 1928 Income 
taxes. 
In this group will be about 230 
Individuals whose Incomes In 1927 
exceeded $1,000,000, while there 
will be from 13 to 15 who gather­ 
ed In more than $5,000,000. 
These estimates were made to­ 
day by treasury department ex­ 
perts. 
There were 228 millionaire in­ 
come* in 1928, aa reflected b f 


taxes collected In 1927, according 
to official statistics to be Issued 
soon by the bureau of Internal 
revenue. 
Officials estimate the 
slight Increase for last year’s In­ 
comes because of the successful 
period enjoyed by most of the big 
corporations whose dividends go to 
make up the principal portion of 
the larger incomes. 
Returns most be filed by all 
single 
persons 
who earn over 
$1,500, and by married persons 
making 
over 
$3,500. 
Nearly 
1.000.000 corporations will make re­ 
turns although many of them do 
not flBo on a calendar yew basis.

Wall of Water Imperils 
Hundreds Near Los 
Angeles.

208-foot St. Francis Res­ 
ervoir Collapse En­ 
gulfs Valley. 


LOS ANGELES, March 13. 
—The bodies of 63 persons, 
drowned when the 208-foot St. 
Francis dam, five miles north of 
Newhall, went out early this 
morning, have been recovered, 
the Southern Pacific railroad re* 
ported today. 
Between 
200 
and 300 lives 
were lost in the flood, railroad 
officials estimated. 
Indiana Driven from Ranch. 
All of tho recovered bodies were 
found In the Newhall district at day­ 
break, reports to the railroad com­ 
pany said. 
An unconfirmed 
report to polio# 
headquarters said an airplane flying 
over the flooded 
area had sighted 
eight bodies 
in a ditch three mile* 
from Saugus. 
Ventura county sheriff’* office re­ 
ported four bodies recovered at Piru, 
four at Fillmore, and that John Em­ 
mett, a resident of Santa Paula had 
recovered two bodies near that city. 
Relief work and investigations have 
been seriously hampered by road and 
rail conditions. 
AH meaus of communication by rail. 
highway, or telephone, between Sau­ 
gus and Santa Paula are so badly 
tracked transportation is imttesible. 
Ventura county offend afnibnabl#* 
to penetrate further than Santa Paula, 
while Los Angeles officer* ere stop- , 
ped at Saugus. 
The Camulos ranch, ten miles west 
of Saugus, was reported under thro* 
feet of water. 
More than IOO frantic Indians, mem­ 
bers of Harry Carey's film colony, 
were driven from the actor's ranch 
near Saugus 
when the flood waters 
crept up a email canyon within a few 
feet of the camp commisary. 
Most of the Indians reached Saugus, 
while some of the movie Indians Join­ 
ed rescue parties which headed north 
Into the flooded area.

only 75 of its 175 employes at the com­ 
pany's camp near Piru.

LONDON, March IS.—To the ac­ 
companiment of mystlo oriental 
rites and bedecked In ceremonial 
Indian attire, Miss Nancy Ann 
Miller, of Seattle, Wash., fiancee 
of Tukojirao Holkar, form er maha­ 
rajah of Indore, underwent the 
first part of her conversion to the 
Hindoo faith at Naslk, India, this 
morning. 
Mise Miller is the second Amer­ 
ican woman in all history to re­ 
nounce Christianity for the Hin­ 
doo faith. Her conversion is the 
prelude to he- marriage to the In­ 
dian prince. 


Thomas M. Pickal, 74, potter, died 
yesterday in his home, 314 Jefferson 
street, after a long illness.

Entering The Stretch 


President Coolidge has entered upon the last year 
-of bls administration and on March 4 next will retire 
from public life after more than six years as president. 
T hat Is. unless a draft m ovem ent sweeps tho country 
and the Republican convention next June, and he la 
nominated and re-elected. 
Beginning of the last year of the Coolidge adm inis­ 
tration finds the president quite as much of an enigma 
to the politicians-, us he was In the early days. 
President Coolidge has m ade two statem ents—one 
that- he does not choose to run for president, and the 
o th er this his wishes will be respected. 
These al^ic- 
ments many have accepted as definitely removing him 
from further consideration as the probable Republican 
nominee this year. 
But th* re Is an element scattered through the coun­ 
try who are not satisfied with these statem ents by the 
president, and which h op es to draft him for another 
term. 
This element hopes to persuade iii'. Coolidge to 
permit himself to he nominated "for the hest interests 
of the party and tho country.’* 
It Is the contention of the leaders in this “draft”’ 
movement that President Coolidge, entering offiee at a I 
critical time, acquitted himself so an to win public a p ­ 
proval and commend himself as the foremost man In the 
Republican party and “the strongest m an to lead the 
party again this year.’* 
The contention Is made that sentim ent for Mr. Cool­ 
idge Is as strong as ever, despite his statem ents and 
the fart that several candidates now are In the field ac­ 
tively and openly fighting for selection. 
U ncertainty as to w hat position President Coolidge 
Will take if a deadlocked convention asks him again to 
he the standard bearer keeps the politicians puzzled. 
Many of the leaders feel tile president can he nominated 
with ease if he makes no further statem ents and fakes ne 
hand in stopping tile draft movement that is being active­ 
ly pushed in several states. 
So far as can he learned the president has done noth­ 
in* to stop Charles D. Hilles of 
New 
York, 
Mayor 
Thompson of Chicago, and other L ad e rs from using his 
nam e as a candidate. 
This appar a t Indifference to the 
activities of tiles 1 politicians In his behalf is the cause 
c t much comment in political circles. 
Efforts are said to have failed when the attem pt was 
made to get some further expression from Mr. Cool­ 
idge. 
Thus Is the president at the current writing as 
much of an enigm a— lf not more of an ottiim a—than 
when he assum ed office. Frankly, the politicians are 
out on a limb. 
There is little, if any. doubt that the placing of Mr 
Coolidge’s name in nomination at K ansas 
City 
will 
storm 
the 
convention. 
This is 
predicated 
on 
the 
thought of cc rse, that the president docs nothi g in tho 
interim to halt the " d rift’ movement lu his behalf. 
Politicians who have their ears close to the ground 
admit, regardless of the num ber of candidates at K an­ 
sas City. or the num ber of delegates pledged to them, 
th at nomination of Mr. Coolidge will sweep them into 
the discard, Insofar as becoming the party nominee is 
concerned. 
• 
Should such a thing come to pas.® at tin convention, 
however, the party would In- h it with an abundance of 
m aterial from which to : elect a vice presidential nomi­ 
nee. The several candidates may get a modicum of sa t­ 
isfaction from this. 


Spain And Spanish America 


Spain had an ambition to organize a Spanish League of 
Nations. 
After a tilt at Geneva last fall, she started in 
to group around her ail of the Spanish-Amer'ean coun­ 
tries. 
T hat would revive, in a way, the old glory of 
Spain. 
Spanish culture would thrive and Spanish pres­ 
tige would rise. 
The scheme looked promising, but it has failed to work. 
Not one Spanisli-Aiuerlcan country followed Spain’s ex­ 
ample in withdrawing from the League of Nations.

polite coldness. 
Central and South American countries are obviously 
convinced th at there Is nothing to be gained b f follow­ 
ing Old World leadership.

go on the rocks, or be scuttled ami sunk. 
Bvt that It Is m eant Hint the situation with respect 
to the proposed legislation Is such that Congress Is like 
ly to adjourn without, passing any kind of a m erchant 
marine hill, or lf It does pass one It will be one which 
President Coolidge will veto, and lf the Government does 
not do som ething to save the m erchant marine now there 
will he none left to save 
by the time another Congress 
gets on the Job. 
By a combination of 19 Republican, 33 Democratic, 
and I Farm er-Labor votes the Senate passed the Jones 
[bill and the house has It under consideration, along with 
the White hill, the Wood hill, and other p ro p o sal. 
If 
the house will accept the Jones hill, then there m ay tie 
legislation before adjournm ent, but It Is by no m eans 
eertaiu that President Coolidge would approve It or per­ 
mit the bill to become a law without his signature. 
The 
Jones hill provides for the retention of the government 
m erchant fleet by the shipping board and for the build­ 
ing of replacem ent ships, and It ,**rmits the sale of the 
government vessels only by unanim ous agreement of the 
shipping hoard 
In his annual message President Cool­ 
idge said that public operation of shipping was not a suc­ 
cess and recommended that Congress authorize the sale 
of the government m erchant fleet to private Interests as 
rapidly as possible. 
Col. A. B. Barber, m anager of the transportation and 
communication departm ent, says th at the C ham ber of 
Commerce Is firmly convinced that the way to secure 
a merchant m arine on a successful basis Is not to have 
the government build and operate new ships, but to "do 
It In a way that will enable the Dollars, the Munsons, 
the Graces, the Farrells, and other capable American 
steam ship m m to put the Am *il°an flttg perm anently 
on the seas In the overseas trade.’’ 
"This ran be done In a practical way,” he said, "by 
application of the contract principles as embodied lu 
the hill Introduced by Representative White. 
This prin­ 
ciple Is already applied In the form of mail contracts 
and it can readily be extended to cover the cargo routes 
n >ded in the Interest of our foreign trid e and the fast 
p assin g - and express steam e-s needed In the interest 
of the national defense.” 
Advocates of the Jones Mil say that If the governm ent 
Is to pay to have a merchant marine It Iud better own 
the ships and operate them, since It will then have a 
fleet and certain established trade routes and a going 
business to show for its money. 
The opponents con 
tend that government ownership and operation will be 
far more costly than a subsidy, fir a preferential con­ 
tract system or whatever It is to lie called, and far less 
efficient, and th at these differences of cost „ud service 
are the basic reasons why the shipping business should 
he left in private hands.

Q. How high should an aerial he? 
How many wires 
should be used? 
F. W. A. 
A. The Loomis Radio College says th at generally 
speaking, tho higher the aerinl the better. 
There are 
many reasons for tills, some of which are easily explain­ 
ed and others not so well understood as yet. 
There 
should be no frees or buildings under the aerial to get 
the very best results from it, hut of course it is not al­ 
ways possible to obtain this condition in cities, so a e r­ 
ials on roofs are a common sight, efficiency being sacri­ 
ficed to convenience. 
Two o r more wires added to an 
aerial will usually bring in more volume, hut also more 
static and interference. 
One can choose between selec­ 
tivity at moderate volume and less selectivity a t g reater 
volume. 
The actual length, of the aerial approximately 
determ ines its wave length, regardless of the parallel 
num ber of wires. 
One wire seventy-five feet long and 
four wires nineteen feet long would give quite different 
results. 
PYir ordinary broadcast reception with a good 
ube receiver, one wire about sixty feet long is popular.

If the holdup men fail to heed the 
warning, Wood asserted, 
they may 
soon find them selves in the game cat 
egory with predatory anim als—worth 
a liberal state bounty dead and noth 
ing alive. 
Big Rewards. 
Singling out 
the Texas system of 
paying $5,000 for dead bank robbers, 
the state official warned that Califor 
nia desperadoes 
are inviting similar 
action unless 
the 
epidemic of bank 
holdups is brought to an end. 
Wood’s statem ent follows a succes­ 
sion of bank holdups in 
Courtland, 
Elk Grove, Woodland, Esparto, Oak 
land, Los Angeles and other California 
cities during recent weeks. 
"Bank robberies are becoming 
so 
frequent th at drastic action is in order 
to protect the banks," affirmed Super­ 
intendent Wood. 
"The robbers are getting bolder in 
their holdups every day. 
A "reversion to the swift justice of 
early California days. when bank rob­ 
bers were seldom taken alive, is being 
encouraged by these desperadoes." 
"Down in Texas. I understand that 
the bankers’ association offers a lib­ 
eral 
rew ard for bark robbers, with 
the proviso that nothing will be paid 
for live ones. 
Crime Cost High. 
"I hope conditions will not become 
go bad in California as to necessitate 
us following the Texas example." 
Crime is costing America the stupen­ 
dous sum of $10,000,000,000 annually, 
according to data compiled by state in­ 
vestigators, with bank holdups show­ 
ing one of the biggest increases. 
"It Is our task to teach the bandit, 
In the words of Jack Black, th at "You 
Can’t W in’’ In the business of crime," 
concluded Wood, "and 
it 
looks like 
these outlaws may require a drastic 
lesson."
